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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on August 
4, 2004 has been entered. 

The amendment and response filed May 13, 2004 have been entered. Claims 11, 
18-20, 23-27, and 33-35 have been canceled. Claims 7 and 21 have been amended. 
Claims 7-10, 12-17, 21, 28, and 30-32 are under current examination. 

All of the amendments have been thoroughly reviewed. The previous rejections 
in the Office action mailed 1/14/2004 are withdrawn in view of the amendments and the 
following Examiner's Amendment. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

wherein the administration of the functional Tissue Factor causes activation of blood 
vessel formation in the non-malignant tissue . 

In claim 13, the number -7-- was inserted in place of "20", and the phrase 
plasmid vector- was inserted in place of "Tissue Factor". 

In claim 14, the phrase -plasmid vector- was inserted in place of "Tissue 
Factor". 

In claim 17, the number -7- was inserted in place of "20", and the phrase - 
plasmid vector- was inserted in place of "Tissue Factor". 
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Claim 21 (Currently amended) A method for enhancing wound healing in a 
subject in need, comprising locally administering a Tissue Factor or a fragment thereof 
in the form of an expressible nucleic acid present in a plasmid vector to a non-malignant 
wound tissue of said subject in need. 

Claims 7-10. 12-17, 21, 28, and 30-32 have been renumbered as claims 1-15 in 
an orderly manner according to 37 C.F.R. 1 .126 (see MPEP 608.01 (j) and 608.01 
(n)/IV). 

Drawings
